1. Claims 1-8, 11-13, 15-17, 117-118, 120, 124-136, 138-139, 141, 145, 149-153, 
158-159, 165-169, 172-173, 177, 179-181 , 184-191 , 194-196, 198-201 , 203-209, 212- 
214 and 216 have been amended; claims 9-10, 18-116, 119, 121-123, 137, 140, 142- 
144, 146-148, 154-155, 192-193, 210-211, 218-227 and 229-238 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1-8, 11-17, 117-118, 120, 124-136, 138-139, 141, 145, 149-153, 156-191, 194- 
209, 212-217, 228 and 239 remain pending. 

2. Acknowledgement to the amendment of claims 1-8,11 -1 3, 1 5-1 7, 117-118,1 20, 
124-136, 138-139, 141, 145, 149-153, 158-159, 165-169, 172-173, 177, 179-181, 184- 
191, 194-196, 198-201, 203-209, 212-214 and 216 has been noted. The amendment 
has been entered and reviewed. No new matter has been introduced. 

3. Applicant's amendment to claims 172, 173, 177 and 181 obviate previously 
raised claim objection for minor informalities. Objection is hereby withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's cancellation of claim 137 renders previously raised claim objection for 
minor informalities moot. Objection is hereby withdrawn.
